Those starting on 
civilian Government careers also would 
be prohibited from counting their mili- 
tary service time in computing length 
of service for leave, civilian retirement 
or reductions-in-force. 

Members of the Services retired for 
combat disability would continue to be 
exempt from all restrictions on Govern- 
ment employment, as would former mili- 
tary personnel whose full-time military

PENTAGON WEATHER? 
Secretary of the Army Elvis J. 
Stahr, jr., has received a “For 
Official Use Only” document from 
the Army Staff concerning guide- 
lines for a report on activities 
during the last fiscal year. 

The Staff paper provides a 
“storm warning” which reads as 
follows: 

“Obviously, the high winds of 
management are beginning to 
build up again and there are 
indications that the first mana- 
gerial hurricane of the new ad- 
ministration is about to sweep 
across the new frontier. 

“As storm warnings go up, what 
are the predictions: does it look 
as though the winds will sweep 
away only the dead wood in the 
forest of Army business opera- 
tions, or, are the winds so violent 
that solid timber may be swept 
away? Or is it possible that the 
storm is merely a tempest in a 
teapot?” 


Backs B-70 


In Break With Administration 


N a break with the Administration, 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee has 
Joined opponents of Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara in urging a 
stepped-up program to develop the B-70 
bomber as a completed weapons sys- 
tem. 

Although the powerful House member 
backed the B-70 weapons system concept 
during the Eisenhower Administration, 


he initially accepted Kennedy Admin- 
istration plans to reduce B-70 spending. 

In an about-face, he has now rejoined 
the B-70 fight and activity supported 
Senate efforts to provide $448 million 
for the Mach-3 bomber “not with stand- 
ing the fact that the Department only 
wanted $220 million.” 

He told House members he hoped 
they would “follow the Senate’s recom-

Severance Pay 


Boost Sought 


HE Pentagon has drafted legislation 

to give Reserve officers the same 
severance pay as Regulars. 

The plan will cost about $8 million 
annually and is designed to take the 
place of the earlier term-retention-con- 
tract proposal reintroduced in the pres- 
ent Congress by Representative L. Men- 
del Rivers (D-S.C.), Chairman of the 
House Armed Services Subcommittee on 
Reserve Affairs. 

Defense Department General Counsel 
Cyrus R. Vance said the Pentagon “con- 
curs in the purpose” of the Rivers bill 
(HR 4733), but recommends enactment

Navy Authorizes New 


HE Navy has begun issuing a new 

retirement certificate to Regulars and 
Reservists who retire with pay. 

The 9x12 inch certificate, which bears 
the Great Seal, the Seal of the Navy De- 
partment and the signature of the Chief 
of Naval Personnel, will: not be issued to 
personnel on the temporary disability 
retired list or to members of the Fleet 
Reserve until they arte permanently re- 
tired. 

Officers and enlisted men already re- 
tired with pay may request the certifi- 
cate from: The Chief of Naval Person- 
nel (Attn: Pers-E), Navy Department, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Due to the large number of requests 
already received, BuPers says, “a con- 
siderable wait” may be expected before 
requests for the certificate will be filled. 
It has requested eligible personnel not 
to send follow-up letters after their orig- 
inal request. 


ommendations for such a buildup in 
view of new Soviet threats. 

The proposals of these on-the-scene 
military leaders were met by the Ad- 
ministration’s decision to restrict the 
NATO buildup at this time to a total 
of only 3,000 to 4,000 soldiers. 

General Norstad’s hopes and those of 
his senior Army commanders for a quick 
increase in U. S. ground, forces were 
dashed on what appear to be two main 
counts, 

1. The Army has been put on notice 
that, initially at least, it will not be 
given the 133,000 soldier increase first 
announced by the President and Secre- 
tary McNamara, and will not be given 
even the 93,000 subsequently discussed. 
Instead, the Army will be restricted to 
a maximum initial increase of 70,998. 

The Navy and Air Force will be au- 
thorized to build immediately toward in- 
creased strengths, respectively, of 29,000 
and 63,327, as first announced. 

2. Another reason why NATO forces 
will not be brought immediately to 
strength levels proposed by the military 
commanders is the apparent political 
decision at the highest levels of Govern- 
ment to prevent, if possible, an “escala- 
tion” of Soviet military forces in Europe 
during the next several months when

Breach of Contract Pay 

e Authorize both severance pay and 
breach of contract pay when applicable 
The Pentagon said severance pay in the 
amount proposed in the bill “is com- 


pensation for a delay in beginning, or 
interruption of, a civilian career. Breach- 
of-contract pay is compensation for the 


Government’s breaking a contract. In 
view of the different purposes, it is be- 
lieved that severance pay and breach-of- 
contract, pay should be additive, rather 
than alternative forms of compensation 
for those who qualify for both.” 


Board Hearing Change 


e Require that Reserve officers with 
active duty agreements may be released 
from active duty without a board hear- 
ing when twice passed over for promo- 
tion. 

On the latter point, the Pentagon said 
“The records of all officers, both Regular 
and Reserve, twice passed over for pro- 
motion, have been considered by two 
separate boards. The Regular officers 
who has twice failed of promotion does 
not have recourse to a board hearing. 
Hence, from the standpoint of equity as 
between officers in the two components, 
and the fact that a board hearing could 
not result in the promotion of a twice- 
deferred officer, it is believed that the 
law should be amended to eliminate the 
requirement that Reserve officers who 
have been twice-deferred be accorded a 
board hearing 

General Counsel Vance said the pres- 
ent Se onpeacig in the payment of read- 
justment pay to Regulars and Reservists 
“may have served to limit the number of 
Reserve officers who continue on active 
duty beyond obligated service. This un- 
willingness of Reserve officers to remain 
on active duty has resulted in both an 
actual shortage of the required number 
of officers in the lower pay grades and 
in excessively high training costs, as 
well as reduced operational efficiency.” 

He said the Pentagon believes enact- 
ment of the proposal “would materially 
increase the incentives for these officers 
to continue on active duty, since it pro- 
vides compensation equivalent to that 
long accorded the Regular officer for 
both the transition to civilian life and 
the delay in beginning a civilian career.” 


Hearings Next Year 

The proposed new readjustment pay 
formula would also apply to enlisted 
Reservists who are involuntarily released 
prior to completion of an enlistment, 
or who, upon completion thereof, are 
not permitted to continue on active duty. 

Legislation embodying various features 
of the Pentagon proposal has been be- 
fore the Congress since 1958. Basic rec- 
ommendations stemmed from the Cordi- 
ner Report, Chances for enactment dur- 
ing the present session are out, but it 
can be expected that the measure will 
be called up for early hearings next 
year.

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Diving Pay, Army MSC Bills Go To White House; Accrual Flight Pay Inches Forward 


ILITARY legislation picked up an- 

other Congressional spurt this week 
as the House and Senate adjournment 
race moved into what may be its final 
month. 

In the Senate, four military bills pre- 
viously approved by the House were 
cleared for the President’s signature. 
They include legislation establishing new 
pay rates for diving duty (HR 4323), au- 
thorizing Army MSC officers to exercise 
command outside the Army Medical 
Service (HR 7722), authority for the 
transportation of dependents and house- 
hold effects of certain retired military 
personnel (HR 4321) and authority for 
enlistment in the Army and Air Force 
of aliens lawfully admitted to the U. S. 
for permanent residency. 

The House also cleared one Senate 
bill for the President’s signature: S 1087, 
authorizing the transfer of certain Navy 
property to American Samoa. 

Additionally, the House approved and 
sent to the Senate, for action, measures 
authorizing: 

Evacuation Pay for military depend- 
ents who have to be brought home from 
overseas stations in case of emergency 
(HR 7724). 

Travel Allowances for Reservists (HR 
4786).

Military Operations. 

LRAG maintains close contact with 
all other Department of the Army agen- 
cies, “but is not distracted from long 
range analyses by the press of current 
Army business.” In addition 
ARDP, this group is charged with prep- 
aration of the Long Range Projection, 
the Mid-Range Estimate, and other spe- 
cial studies. 

LRAG also exercises staff supervision 
over a new Class II Army installation, 
the Strategy and Tactics Analysis Group 
(STAG), in Bethesda, Md. This organ- 
ization of 74 officers and technical per- 
sonnel is being equipped with an IBM 
7090, a high capacity digital computer, 
and will eventually conduct war games 
of operational plans. The present Chief 
of STAG is Col. A. W. DeQuoy, (Inf).

‘Columbus, Ohio 
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Army Language School Teaches Scientific 
Russian To 8 Naval Officers In 10 Weeks 


An Army Language School pilot course in scientific Russian that may have 
significance for all Armed Services has just been successfully completed with 
graduation exercises for eight Navy officers, Col. James L. Collins, jr.. ALS Com- 
mandant has announced. 

“The aim of this course was to train scientists to read and translate Russian 
scientific literature,” Colonel Collins explained, “and the program of instruction 





covered ten weeks.” 

“It was devised to 
give special emphasis to 
the specific language 
used in the writing of 
scientific and technical 
publications in Russian, 
and the _ results’ ex- 
ceeded our expecta- 
tions,” he said. 

None of the students 
—all of whom are work- 
ing for their doctoral 
degrees in Mathematics 
at the Navy Postgrad- 
uate School—had had 
any previous knowl- 
edge of Russian. 

Results of the pro- 
gram indicates that it 
is possible to give a sci- 
entist, who can under- 
take 300 hours of scien- 
tific Russian, the ability 
to read Russian tech- 
nical publications in his 
field with the aid of a 
dictionary, At the same 
time, he will be able to 
understand and use 
spoken Russian in its 
simplest form. 

According to Colonel 
Collins, the pilot pro- 
gram could have great 
potential value. Scien- 
tists working in highly 
specialized fields are un- 
able to read foreign 
technical publications 
because there are so 
few who understand 
Russian, he pointed out. 

“At least fifty per 
cent of scientific litera- 
ture is in languages 
which more than half 
the world’s scientists 
cannot read. If our sci- 
entists are to keep 
abreast of developments 
in other countries, they 
will have to be able to 
read this literature,” 
Colonel Collins said.

Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell 
L. Gilpatric has announced the estab- 
lishment of a new military intelligence 
organization, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency (DIA). 

This new agency will report through 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the Secre- 
tary of Defense will 


and combine a 


number of intelligence functions hereto- 
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fore carried out independently by the 
separate military departments. Consoli- 
dation of certain intelligence functions 
under the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Mr. Gil- 
patric’s announcement said, is in full 
consonance with the concepts embodied 
in the National Security Act of 1947, 
as amended, and particularly the pro- 
visions of the Defense Reorganization 


| Act of 1958. (Directive Text, Page 20) 


Mr. Gilpatric empha- 
sized that this signifi- 
cant change in the or- 
ganization and manage- 
ment of Defense intel- 
ligence functions has 
been made with the ap- 
proval of the President’s 
Foreign Intelligence Ad- 
visory Board. 


Mr, Gilpatric charac- 
terized the principal ob- 
jectives in establishing 
the DIA as obtaining 
greater unity of effort 
among all components 
of the Department of 
Defense in developing 
military Intelligence 
and as_ strengthening 
the over-all capacity of 
the Department for col- 
lection, production and 
dissemination of De- 
fense intelligence infor- 
mation. a 


Mr. Gilpatric also 
stated that Secretary of 
Defense McNamara and 
he expected that this 
new Defense Agency 
would result in more ef- 
ficient allocation of crit- 
ical intelligence _—ire- 
sources, more effective 
management of all De- 
partment of Defense in- 
telligence activities, and 
the elimination of dup- 
licating facilities, organ- 
izations, and tasks, 





The establishment of 
the Defense Intelligence 
Agency was based pri- 
marily on a concept and 
plan developed by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff at 
the request of Secretary 
McNamara, it was said. 
It represents the cul- 
mination of intensive 
studies on Defense in- 
telligence activities con- 
ducted by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and other 
components of the DOD 
over the last six months. 


Mr. Gilpatric said the 
new Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency will fol- 
low a carefully planned, 
time-phased schedule of 
implementation, and 
that it would take a pe- 
riod of time to become 
fully operational. He 
emphasized that the im- 
plementation schedule

diplomatic negotiations over Berlin re- 
main a possibility. 

At the same time, however, the de- 
ployment combat readiness of U. S. 
forces in the ZI will be brought to new 
effectiveness levels. 

The decision to refashion three STRAF 
divisions to STRAC status was a major 
move in this direction. 

Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr, 
jr.. and General George H. Decker, 
CofS, have been informed by Secretary 
McNamara that, for the present, the 
Army’s strength of 14 divisions will not 
be increased. Many Army people had 
hoped that the new buildup would per- 
mit addition this year of one or two 
combat divisions. 


Marine Division O.K’d 


Army leaders make the point that 
Secretary McNamara authorized the Ma- 
rine Corps to activate a fourth division 
with only a handful of additional men, 
but despite his announcement that the 
Army would be given thousands of sol- 
diers he remains adamant in insisting 
that no Army divisions will be added at 
present. 

Secretary Stahr and General Decker 
have proposed to Secretary McNamara 
that four National Guard divisions be 
called to active duty for intensified 
training next month. They also asked 
to alert over 20,000 Reservists and Na- 
tional Guardsmen for possible calls to 
active duty. 

How long these divisions would re- 
main on active duty—whether for weeks 
or months—was not certain, as much 
else related to the military expansion 
program was also in doubt. 

Big question confronting all the Serv- 
ice leaders in their expansion plans is 
the number of National Guardsmen and 
Reservists that they will be allowed to 
call to active duty. 

It is known that the Air Force, which 
was given DoD approval to announce 
a list of priority National Guard and Re- 
serve units, early this week submitted a 
detailed personne] plan to Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense Carlisle Runge. 

Air Force leaders, however, were un- 
der wraps, as were their associates in 
the other Services, not to discuss details 
of such matters as tour extensions, en- 
listment quota changes, recall policies, 
retirement rules, etc., pending a green 
light from the Defense Department. 


STRAF To STRAC 


The Army announced 8 August that 
Continental Army Command at Ft. Mon- 
roe, Va., will take steps “immediately 
to convert three training divisions into 
combat divisions ready for deployment 
on short notice.” 

These units are the First Infantry Di- 
vision at Ft. Riley, Kans.; the Second 
Infantry Division at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
and the Second Armored Division at Ft. 
Hood, Tex. 

These divisions will be relieved of their 
present mission of training replacements. 

An Army Training Center will be 
established at Ft. Carson, Colorado, and 
will go into operation on 7 September. 

Ft. Carson will receive its first trainees 
early in September and will be capable 
of training a total of approximately 
16,000 soldiers at one time. Basic train- 
ing is being conducted now at ten Army 
posts and in the three divisions which 
are to be converted to combat divisions. 

The reception station at Riley will be 
moved to Carson and will be operational 
by 28 August. The reception stations at 
Hood and Benning will not be closed, 

The Second Medium Missile Command 
now at Carson will be inactivated, but 
the two Honest John rocket battalions 
of the Command and a group headquar- 
ters will be retained as combat units at 
Carson. Most of the remaining personnel 
of the missile command, whose strength 
is approximately 3800, will be retained 
in the Army Training Center. The Army 
Training Center will have a permanent 
strength of approximately 4000.

Cut-Backs In SAC 
Bases Postponed 


The Air Force has postponed several 
unit inactivations which would have 
closed or reduced the activities of four 
bases of the Strategic Air Command. 

Affected are MacDill AFB, Fla.; Chen- 
nault AFB, La.; Hunter AFB, Ga.; and 
Laughlin AFB, Tex. 

@ MacDill—Plans were announced last 
November to inactivate the 306th Bomb 
Wing there by June 1962 and reduce 
the base mission to defense radar and 
POL storage. The wing’s inactivation 
will be delayed and the present mission 
will continue. 

e Chennault—It was announced last 
November that the 68th Bomb Wing 
there would be inactivated by April 1962 
and the base closed, The base’s present 
mission will continue and the wing’s 
inactivation will be delayed. 

e Hunter—The plans for this base, 
announced with those for Chennault 
and MacDill, were to move the 63d 
Troop Carrier Wing (TAC) from Donald- 
son AFB, S. C., to Hunter upon inac- 
tivation of the 2d Bomb Wing there— 
scheduled for completion by June 1962. 
At that time the Donaldson mission was 
to be reduced to reserve activities. The 
present mission at both bases will con- 
tinue and the inactivation of the 2d 
Bomb Wing will be delayed. 

e Laughlin—It was announced in 
March that Laughlin would be inacti- 
vated following the relocation of the 
4080th Strategic Reconnaissance Wing 
there. Subsequently, on 5 June plans 
were announced to move this wing to 
Davis-Monthan AFB, Ariz., by June 1962. 
Delaying the B-47 phase-down at Davis- 
Monthan necessitates postponement of 
the relocation of the 4080th. 

Meanwhile, in order to get more eco- 
nomical utilization of Laughlin facili- 
ties and to avoid the necessity of costly 
expenditures for sound-proofing and 
noise protection at Laredo AFB, Tex., a 
portion of the undergraduate pilot train- 
ing program originally scheduled to be 
conducted at Laredo will be added to 
the present Laughlin mission, begin- 
ning in November 1961.

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Chemical Group Meets 
In Washington 13 Sept. 


The Armed Forces Chemical Associa- 
tion will hold its 16th Annual Meeting 
in Washington, D. C., 13, 14. and 15 Sep- 
tember, at the Statler-Hilton Hotel. 
Speakers will discuss “Balanced military 
power through science and industry,” 
which is the theme of the meeting. 

The United States Army is host and 
sponsor for this meeting, The speakers 
are from the Air Force, the Army in- 
cluding the Chemical Corps, the Navy, 
the Atomic Energy Commission, the Of- 
fice of Civil and Defense Mobilization, 
and the Board of Governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. 
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Russia Flexes Her Military Muscles 


When Premier Khrushchev issued his ultimatum on Berlin he also 
stated that the previously announced reduction in Russia’s vast Army 
strength would not be carried out, Last month the Soviet Air Show 
brought to light the great strides made there in manned aircraft, such 
as its supersonic bombers, advanced all-weether fighter-bombers, and 
turbine-powered helicopters. On 30 July the USSR put on a big navy 
show during which Deputy Defense Minister Andrei A. Grechko boasted 
that the Russian fleet has missile-armed atomic submarines. 

Now USSR Air Force Major Gherman Titov has been success- 
fully recovered after 17 turns around the earth in a fully equipped 
space capsule—an accomplishment which admittedly is some time off 
as far as the United States is concerned. 

The manned-orbiting feat, following as it does the succession of 
events by which the USSR has been flexing its military muscles, can 
hardly be viewed as a strictly peaceful accomplishment. The context 
of its timing clearly identifies it as a part of the Khrushchev sequence 
of events warning the United States and her free world allies of Russia’s 
armed might. 

The warning must not be lost. It should stimulate the United States 
and its Department of Defense to carry out fully the authority and funding 
being supplied by Congress. There should be no holding back in the pro- 
gram. Neither in the space program should there be further talk of 
keeping the military out of the picture as voiced last March by Chairman 
Overton Brooks (D-La), of the House Science and Astronautics Com- 
mittee, who told the President that “no military requirement for men in 
space yet exists.” Indeed, the guideline today should be to make every 
phase of military power as strong as possible, as rapidly as possible. 


A Fair Chance For Commander Rawlins 


Under Secretary of the Navy Paul B. Fay, jr., has embarked on 
a courageous course of action in the Rawlins Case—one which will 
earn him the respect and admiration of both the active and retired 
Naval community, provided he follows through. 

He must now act to assure that the decision will be carried out 
in the same spirit of justice and fair play in which it was made. 

The Navy and the other Services will not easily forget the ques- 
tionable methods employed by the Bureau of Naval Personnel to deny 
Commander Rawlins a fair hearing in the past. In the most flagrant 
instance (exposed by one of the board members), a BuPers spokesman 
actually appeared before a statutory board and presented a distorted set 
of facts which could only be interpreted as an effort to influence the 
board against Commander Rawlins’ selection. 

This must not be permitted to happen again. 

By agreeing to have the case submitted to the judgment of an ad 
hoc selection board, Commander Rawlins has demonstrated once more 
(as he has so often in his 14-year fight) that he is not afraid to have 
the case examined on its merits. The Secretary, therefore, is under 
obligation to guarantee that it is. 

He can accomplish this end only if he personally supervises, ap- 
proves and makes public both the membership of the board and its 
instructions. Nothing less will suffice to rule out all suspicion, and to 
insure that the decision of the board will stand. 


Tht Secretary has told Congress that Commander Rawlins’ record 
will be presented to the ad hoc board exactly as it was first placed 
before a WWII promotion panel selecting captains, except that it will 
contain a document which should have been in the file but which the 
Navy had lost. 

In utilizing this approach, Secretary Fay must also instruct the board 
in the same basic ground rules which applied to the wartime panel sys- 


tem. Panel members were required only to check the names of officers 
they found qualified for promotion, and the views of a simple majority 





of the panel members were binding. 


These rules differ from those which guide statutory selection boards, 
but they are, nevertheless, the rules by which panel members had to 
abide and if Commander Rawlins’ record is to be considered as it 
stood at the time the panel system was in operation, then the rules for 
selection must also be made to conform to the panel system. 

Secretary Fay’s decision is one that should have been made by the 
Navy long ago. Now that the action has been initiated, the Secretary 
must see that it is carried out with dispatch and with honor.

Rating The Raters 

@ Many times during the past years 
I have seen ietters concerning the 
need for rating the rater. Never have 
I seen any suggestions as to how this 
might be done, although there seems 
to be an undercurrent of agreement 
with the idea. Here is a proposal of a 
possible way to rate the rater. 

The new Officer Efficiency Report, 
DA Form 67-5, offers a magnificent 
chance to start. Section VI with its 
“Effective presentation of the expected 
distribution of officers rated” and the 
adjacent scoring system can enable per- 
sonnel sections at DA to easily deter- 
mine the mean or average ratings giv- 
en by a rater. From such a mean it 
would be possible to adjust ratings so 
that they fall within the expected dis-

tribution prior to comparing contem- 
poraries for assignment, promotion, 
etc. This, as I will show later, would 
prevent injustices and enable truly out- 
standing officers to be identified. Fur- 
ther, it will force the rater to give 
consideration to his reputation as a 
rater and the effect of his reputation 
upon those he rates. 

The process to do this is simple. 
When DA Form 67-5 arrives at OTAG, 
it is sent to the rater’s personnel sec- 
tion. There the rater’s file is pulled 
and on a card (better, an overprint on 
the inside of the folder’s cover) a 
small “x” is placed under the rank cor- 
responding to the rated officer and op- 
posite the score given in Part VI (1) of 
the Officer’s Efficiency Report. The re- 
port then goes to the rated officer’s 
personnel section. This process is con- 
tinued until 10 ratings for any given 
rank are obtained. At that point, the 
rating officer’s personnel section deter- 
mines the mean or average rating 
which the rater has established. All 
future reports by the rating officer are 
now adjusted using this mean. It is 
done mechanically by first, placing a 
template identical to the value column 
of Part VI (1) over the value column 
of Part VI; second, adjusting the tem- 
plate so that its index (line under the 
value 60) corresponds to the line under 
the value numerically closest to the 
mean rating value of the rater on the 
reports value column; third, the mark 
in the rater’s column is then read 
against the value of the template. 
This is the adjusted score and is 
marked down in colored pencil on the 
Efficiency Report—the rater’s total 
score is changed accordingly as is the 
aggregate score. Thus, if Captain A’s 
mean rating for 10 lieutenants is 48, the 
index of the template (the line under 
value 60) is placed upon the line under 
value 50 of DA Form 67-5. If Lieutenant 
Y (the 11th lieutenant which Captain A 
has rated) is given an overall perform- 
ance rating of 50 by Captain A, his 
adjusted score would be 60. 

How does it work? Captain B is an 
old-timer. He rates accurately between 
men, but he feels no lieutenant should 
get more than “excellent.” His first 10 
ratings in Part VI (1) are Lieutenant

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Scholar Bill Opens Way To Acceptance Of 


HE new Armed Forces scholarship 

bill approved by the House Armed 
Services Committee (THE JOURNAL, 22 
July) will permit qualified members of 
the Services to accept, from nongovern- 
mental sources, competitive scholarships, 
fellowships or grants, proffered by edu- 
cational institutions and foundations in 
the United States, its Territories and 
possessions, or in foreign countries, to- 
gether with such emoluments as the 
awards may Carry. 

For more than 30 years, the military 
departments have made it a practice to 
sponsor and participate in the annual 
Rhodes scholarship competition. Such 
sponsorship permits Armed Forces per- 
sonnel to apply to the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship Committee in their State with the 
understanding that if they are awarded 
a scholarship the military department 
concerned will order them to duty at 
Oxford University in an active-duty 
status for the duration of the tenure of 
the scholarship. 

The policy of the Services with regard 
to all other scholarships, fellowships and 
grants varies and is determined on an 
individual case basis. 

Generally, the acceptance of such 
scholarships is determined by (1) the 
availability of the individual for the 
training, (2) the value of the advanced 
education or study to the Government, 
(3) the requirement for individuals to 
be trained in the field and at the level 
of education for which the scholarship 
is made, and (4) the relationship of the 
proposed training to the military occu- 
pational field of the individual con- 
cerned. 

The legislation approved by the House 
Committee would bar political and busi- 
ness groups as well as political institu- 
tions supported by foreign governments 
from being donors or sponsors of such 
scholarships. 

Here are some typical scholarships and 
fellowships which are available to mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces, showing the 
emoluments which Servicemen would be 
permitted to accept under the terms of 
the House bill: 


The Rhodes scholarships 


Established by: The Rhodes scholar- 
ships were established under the will 
of Cecial John Rhodes upon his death 
on March 26, 1902. 

Number: There are 32 Rhodes scholar- 
ships awarded annually from the United 
States. 

Duration: Appointments are initially 
made for 2 years at Oxford University. 
During the course of his second year, 
every Rhodes scholar will be invited to 
state whether or not he desires to be 
considered for a third year at Oxford. 
He may be granted a third year of study. 

Purpose: Rhodes wrote as follows: “I 
desire to encourage and foster an appre- 
ciation of the advantages which I im- 
plicitly believe will result from the union 
of the English-speaking peoples through- 
out the world and to encourage in the 
students from the United States of North 
America * * * an attachment to the 
country from which they have sprung, 
without, I hope, withdrawing them or 
their sympathies from the land of their 
adoption or birth.” 

Stipend: The value of a Rhodes scho- 
larship is £750 (about $2,100) per year. 
This stipend covers tuition and other 
educational expenses, living expenses, 
and costs of travel required during the 
summer period. 

Qualifications: The eligibility require- 
ments as established by the Rhodes 
trustees are as follows: 

(a) Be a male citizen of the United 
States, with at least 5 years’ domicile, 
and be unmarried. 

(b) Be between the ages of 18 and 24 
on October 1 of the year in which he 
applies for a scholarship. A candidate 
who would otherwise be over the age 
limit, who has had at least 90 days of 
active service in the Armed Forces of 
the United States since June 27, 1950, 





may deduct the period of his service, not 
exceeding 4 years, from his actual age 
if by so doing he will qualify under the 
regulations. 

(c) By the time of application to the 
State committee have at least junior 
standing at some recognized degree- 
granting college or university in the 
United States of America. 

(d) Receive official endorsement of 
his college or university. 

(e) Naval officers applying for Rhodes 
scholarships must be sponsored by the 
Navy. 

Applications: 1. 
meet the stipulations 
trustees and 

(a) Be male commissioned officers of 
the Regular Navy and Marine Corps 
now on active duty or 

(b) Be first-and second-class midship- 
men of the U.S. Naval Academy. 

2. Submit obligated service agreement. 

3. Agree to remain unmarried during 
the first 2 years of the scholarship. 

4, Submit a statement of applicants’ 
general activities and intellectua] inter- 
ests in college and his proposed line of 
study at Oxford. 

5. The name of the State from which 
the competitor will be entered. 

6. A statement of willingness to de- 
fray the cost involved in appearing be- 
fore the State committee which will 
interview candidates. 

Selection: Each State committee of 
selection may nominate two candidates 
to appear before the district committee 
(representing a group of six or seven 
States). Each district committee then 
selects not more than four men who 
will represent their States as Rhodes 
scholars at Oxford.

George Olmsted scholarships 


Established by: Maj. Gen. 
Olmsted, USA retired. 

Number: Two scholarships each year 
to graduates of each academy. 

Duration: Two years. 

Purpose: Graduate study at any for- 
eign university outside the English- 
speaking world, University and course of 
study to be selected by candidate and 
approved by respective academy and the 
foundation (study to be in the language 
of the country). The main objective is 
to obtain an intimate knowledge of the 
country. 

Stipend: Respective services will pay 
candidates’ travel to and from selected 
university. Normal pay and allowances 
will be continued. Academic expenses 
(tuition, fees, books, etc.) and incidental 
expenses up to a total amount to be de- 
termined in consultation with the De- 
partment of Defense will be borne by 
the foundation. In the case of selection 
of married officers, the foundation will 
pay for language training of wives. 

Qualifications: In selecting candidates, 
regard shall be had to: 

His literary and scholastic attain- 
ments, including his ability to study in 
the language of the country in which his 
university is located; 

His fondness for and his success in 
manly outdoor sports; 

His qualities of manhood, truth, cour- 
age, devotion to duty, kindliness, un- 
selfishness and fellowship, and his so- 
cial acceptability; and 

His exhibited qualities of leadership. 

Application: As prescribed by the Su- 
perintendent of each Academy. 

Selection: By the George Olmsted 
Foundation with the advice and ap- 
proval of the Department of Defense 
from a list of qualified applicants as 
determined by the respective services. 
Applicants will probably be required to 
have some service as commissioned offi- 
cers prior to this selection for scholar- 
ships.

Fulbright scholarships 


Established by: Fulbright Act, amend- 
ment to Surplus Property Act of 1944. 
Authorize use of certain foreign cur- 
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rencies and credits acquired through 
sale of surplus property abroad for ed- 
ucational purposes. 

Number: Not specified. 

Duration: Nine months. 

Purpose: University lecturing and ad- 
vanced research awards and Fulbright 
scholarships for graduate study abroad. 
Effective way of breaking down bar- 
riers of misunderstanding; harvests for 
this country rich crop of knowledge 
about problems and values of other 
countries. 

Stipend: Fulbright scholarships, $200 to 
$1,200. University lecturing and advanced 
research awards unknown—presumably 
tuition, books, and fees. 

Qualifications: U. S. citizen; lecturing 
and research; year’s teaching experience 
for lecturing; doctoral degree or recog- 
nized standing as scholar for research 
scholarships. 

U. S. citizen; scholarships, college de- 
gree with knowledge of language of 
country sufficient to carry on their 
study. Married men and women eligible. 

Applications: To Conference Board 
of Associated Research Councils, Com- 
mittee on International Exchange of 
Persons. Scholarships, Institute of Inter- 
national Education. 

Selection: Unknown, presumably by 
agencies receiving applications. 


Ford Foundation fellowships 


Established by: Ford Foundation, 477

Foreign area study fellowships, usual- 
ly for 1 year for U. S. citizens under 40 
years of age for use in United States 
or abroad for graduate or postdoctoral 
work in social s or humanities 
pertaining to Africa, Near East, 
Soviet Union or Eastern Europe. Vary 
in value and number available. 

Also fellowships for U. S. citizens un- 
der 40 years of age, to persons now 
studying or teaching international rela- 
tions, for at least 1 year of graduate 
study in United States or overseas. 


Carnegie fellowships 


Established by: Carnegie Institution of 
Washington, 1530 P Street, Washington, 
dD.

Through its seven research depart- 
ments scattered throughout the United 
States, provides fellowships for well- 
qualified individuals for research proj- 
ects and investigation for advancement 
of fundamental research, especially in 
fields of physical, biological, and his- 
torical sciences; and interpretation and 
dissemination of results of such investi- 
gations.

Purpose: To develop young executives, 
who are about one-fourth of the way 
along in their industrial careers, to fill 
positions of higher executive responsi- 
bility. 

Stipend: $4,500 for married men; $3,300 
for single men. 

Qualifications: Employers are invited 
to nominate men for these fellowships. 
Nominees must show marked promise of 
growth into major executive responsibil- 
ities and whose potential for future serv- 
ice is so great that it justifies releasing 
him from his job for a full year of study 
in order to assure maximum breadth and 
soundness in his development, 

Applications: Submit to the director 
of the program at MIT: 

1. Evidence of nomination by employ- 
er. 
2. A completed application. 

3. An employment history. 

4. A statement of objectives. 

5. Official transcripts of college work. 
6. Four letters of reference. 

Selection: Selection is on a competi- 
tive basis by a committee appointed by 
MIT for this purpose. 


Rockefeller public service 
awards 


Established by: In 1951, through a 
personal contribution of John D. Rocke- 
feller, TII, the University of Princeton 
established the Rockefeller public serv- 
ice awards. 

Number: Normally one of the awards 
will be given annually in each of the 
following broad classifications: admin- 
istration-general; conservation and re- 
sources; foreign affairs; law and regula- 
tion; science and technology. 

Duration: About 1 year. 

Purpose: The purpose is to strengthen 
the public service by bringing special 
recognition to a small number of the 
most distinguished civilians in the Fed- 
eral Government and to improve the 
public image of Government service as 
a career worthy of the best efforts of 
our most capable citizens. 

Stipend: Each award winner receives 
$3,500. Each winner is expected to make 
available his knowledge to others, e.g., 
writing a book, preparation of a series 
of articles or lectures, or periods of resi- 
dency at one or more universities for re- 
search purposes, and seminar consulta- 
tions. An additional grant is obtainable 
for this purpose. 

Qualifications: Any past or present

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THE E RING MERRY GO ROUND at the 
Pentagon is expected to see Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Manpower) Carlisle P. Runge 
bumped from his position adjacent to Secretary 
of Defense McNamara’s office by Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense (International Security Af- 
fairs) Paul Nitze. The shift, still “under study,” 
would reflect the increased stature of the ISA 
boss. 


THE DEFENSE LAW stipulates that after the 
Secretary and Deputy Secretary of Defense, the 
next senior official is the Director of Research 
and Engineering, Harold Brown. Many at the 
Pentagon will say, however, that notwithstand- 
ing the law, in actual practice, it is Mr. Nitze 
who now wields No. 3 influence in day-to-day 
policy decisions. 


WHATEVER HIS HESITANCY to O.K. full 
expansion of Army manpower, Secretary Mc- 
Namara is giving rapid-fire support to Army 
plans for increased modernization procurement. 
He wants a speed-up in Army mechanization. 
To this end, Secretary McNamara has endorsed 
a 25% increase in tank production. He has ap- 
proved almost all items in the Army’s new 
$552 million military procurement budget. 


NOBODY AT THE PENTAGON— it’s hard- 
ly surprising—wants to talk about it aloud and 
on the record, but quietly and cautiously some 
civilian and military people already are express- 
ing anxiety that the broadly defined activities 
of General Maxwell D. Taylor, USA-Ret., as 
Military Representative to President Kennedy 
could lead to short circuiting of communica- 
tions channels to and from the Commander-in- 
Chief. The former Army CofS, with a long 
background of Pentagon service, knows how to 
find the “Indians” who are working on advanced 
planning in all the Services. 


GENERAL TAYLOR during the past weeks has 
summoned a number of such civilians and offi- 
cers to brief him on a variety of subjects, some 
of them related directly to areas of JCS Joint 
Staff responsibilities. In such a situation, there is 
the obvious possibility, so the worry goes at the 
Pentagon, that General Taylor may circumvent 
the regular channels of military communica- 
tion in presenting facts and opinions to the 
President before Pentagon staff work is com- 
pleted. 


AS MAJOR CHANGES in defense policies and 
programs are made in the weeks and months 
ahead, persistent questions will be asked by 
Congress and the press as to the relative in- 
fluence of Secretary McNamara, General Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer and the JCS on the one hand, and 
General Taylor on the other. Unless President 
Kennedy is careful to state repeatedly that Sec- 
retary McNamara and the Chiefs are his prin- 
cipal advisors on all military matters, there will 
be inevitable speculation as to General Taylor’s 
role on specific decisions, such as the deter- 
mination to add thousands of soldiers to the 
Army. This decision was made by the President 
only a few weeks after Secretary McNamara 
and Deputy Secretary Roswell L. Gilpatric, al- 
though supporting a 12,000 increase in the Ma- 
rine Corps, opposed any expansion of the Army. 


PROJECT OFFICERS for annual conventions 
of the Association of the U.S. Army (6-8 Sep- 
tember in Washington, D. C.) and the Air Force 
Association (20-24 September in Philadelphia) 
are hopeful that DoD will not give the hatchet 
treatment to some hard-hitting presentations 
which have been developed for briefing sessions. 
The convention planners are seeking permission 
to release details on new weapon projects, such 
as the AF Dyna Soar. 
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SECRETARY McNAMARA, during his first six 
months in office, has spent 20 days before Con- 
gressional committees. He advised the Senate 
Subcommittee on National Policy Machinery 
that each hour of Congressional testimony re- 
quired 3-4 hours of preparation, not counting 
staff work. The Journal said in last week’s 
Memo that it “would come as no surprise” if the 
Secretary brought up the subject during his ap- 
pearance before the Senate group. 


RETIRED OFFICERS are not affected by the 
new conflicts-of-interest legislation approved 
this week by the House. Only one member— 
Representative Alfred E. Santangelo (D-NY)— 
complained about the omission. In 1957 he al- 
most succeeded in getting an amendment tacked 
onto the annual military appropriations bill to 
bar senior retired officers from taking jobs with 
defense industries. He said this week that he 
is “disappointed” that the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee “did not try to solve the problem of the 
sacred cow, the retired military officer.” 


IN PAST YEARS, the Army frequently has des- 
ignated senior major generals to head ZI Corps 
headquarters, responsible for Reserve affairs. 
There is evidence of a new trend with the deci- 
sion to assign two brigadiers, newly named for 
two-star rank, to such duties next month. Brig. 
Gen. Jonathan O. Seaman, CONARC Special 
Weapons Development Director, will get the VI 
Corps at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., and Brig. 
Gen. Stanley R. Larsen, Deputy CG of the Ft. 
Ord, Calif., Training Center, will head the XXI 
Corps at Indiantown Gap, Pa. 


LEGISLATION TO CHANGE THE NAME 
of > Navy’s Hydrographic Office to the U. S. 

at Oceanographic Office has been endorsed 
by the Pentagon. The proposal was introduced 
by Representative George P. Miller (D-Calif) 
of the Space Committee. The Navy says the 
change is desirable because it will more ade- 
quately reflect the responsibilities of the Hydro- 
graphic office and “will also help to emphasize 
the fact that a vigorous program in the field 
of Oceanography is underway.” 


NEWLY PROMOTED Brig. Gen. John W. 
O’Neill, who has been Assistant to the Com- 
mander, AF Ballistic Systems Division, Los 
Angeles, will join the office of the Director of 
Defense Research and Engineering at the Penta- 
gon. He piloted the command plane for the first 
post-war nuclear tests at Bikini Atoll in the 
Pacific. General and Mrs. O’Neill, the former 
Dorothy Howley of Arlington, Mass., have 7 
children: Brian, 18, Dennis, 17, Janice, 16, 
Stephen, 12, Kathleen, 7, Michael, 5, and Peter, 2. 


12,000 SQUARE MILE Camp Irwin, Calif., an 
armor firing and desert training center, has been 
redesignated as Ft. Irwin. Named in honor of 
Maj. Gen. George I. Irwin, a WWI artillery com- 
mander, the mammoth post, previously classified 
as a temporary installation, now has been tabbed 
as a permanent facility. Such action paves the 
way for increased budget allocations. 


THE GERMAN ARMY, which will spend mil- 
lions of dollars for the Army’s Pershing missile, 
will establish a permanent liaison office at the 
Army Ordnance Guided Missile School, Hunts- 
ville, Ala., under Lt. Col. Hans W. P. Finck. 
Since establishment in ’52, the School has trained 
more than 24,000 men from U.S. and forces of 
12 Allied nations. 


TRE ARMY NATIONAL GUARD'S orly fy- 
ing general, Brig Gen. George B. Bennett of 
Boise, Idaho, has qualified as a helico>ter pilot 
at the Army Aviation Center, Ft. Rucl:2r, Ala. 
Assistant A.G. and CofS of the Idaho National 
Guard, General Bennett, who won a pilot’s li- 
cense in °47, completed Rucker’s Fixed Wing 
School in 1959 and returned this summer for 
helicopter training under the guidance of Lt. 
Col. Wayne N. Phillips and Lt. Col. John W. 
Givens, Director and Deputy Director, respec- 
tively, of the Department of Rotary Wing 
Training. 


FRANCIS CARDINAL SPELLMAN has is- 
sued an “urgent appeal” to the Catholic hierarchy 
in the U. S. for priest volunteers for duty with 
the Armed Forces. The Military Vicar says that 
President Kennedy’s plan to expand the Services 
will require the addition of at least 200 more 
priests in the Army alone. 


THE MILITARY SIGNIFICANCE of Maj. 
Gherman §. Titov’s epic space flight was left 
up in the air by lead paragraphs from two ar- 
ticles in the New York Times issue of 8 August. 
A front-page dispatch from Waskington, D. C., 
by Science Writer John W. Finney began: “The 
flight of the Soviet Union’s second astronaut 
was dismissed by a ranking Defense Department 
official as having no military significance.” The 
anonymous official was quoted by Mr. Finney 
as stating: “There is nothing new to this flight 
from a military standpoint and so far as I can 
see it doesn’t add to their military capability.” 


HANSON W. BALDWIN, the distinguished 
Military Editor of the Times, began his dis- 
patch from New York on Page 12 of the same 
8 August issue with a different bearing. “The 
newest Soviet space achievement,” Mr. Baldwin 
declared, “poses some ugly military implica- 
tions for the future.” 


THE WASHINGTON DISPATCH said: “The 
Pentagon official who was skeptical of the mili- 
tary significance of the flight . . . declined to 
be quoted by name. The Administration has or- 
dered that the feat be treated as a civilian ac- 
complishment with all official reaction coming 
from the National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration.” A skilled newsman with much 
Pentagon experience, Mr. Finney added quickly: 
“It is becoming increasingly apparent, however, 
that the flight will rekindle the debate over the 
military importance of sending man into space. 
It is also expected to reopen the question of 
whether the United States has drawn too ar- 
bitrary a distinction between civilian and mili- 
tary applications in space.” 


MILITARY AUTHORITY BALDWIN in a 
comprehensive analysis of the military impact 
of Major Titov’s 435,000 mile flight, writes: 
“Unless there is a far greater sense of urgency 
and much better organization than there has 
been in the past, it is held, we shall be second 
on the moon as we shall be second in orbit.” 
Mr. Baldwin concludes: “If we are second once 
again, Soviet truculence about the political issues 
of 1965-70 is certain. And more important, we 
may be in real and lasting danger of losing the 
military superiority that today we still possess.” 
Military Editor Baldwin says that the “human 
conquest of space opens enormous and, at the 
moment, unknowable vistas. Neither the 
United States nor any other nation can now 
chart these discoveries with exactitude. But that 
they may be immense is possible; that they will 
be of military importance is certain.” 


THE AIR FORCE GENERAL who has led the 
testimony on Capitol Hill during recent weeks 
on such problems as flight pay and revision of 
the Cfficer Grade Limitation Act, Maj. Gen. 
Elvin S. Ligon, jr., is headed for duty with 
CENTO at Ankara, Turkey. Widely recognized 
as one of the Pentagon’s top military manpower 
authorities, General Ligon who has been AF 
Director of Personnel Planning, will be CofS 
for the CENTO Combined Military Planning 
Staff. His reassignment follows closely the shift 
of Lt. Gen. Truman H. Landon, former Deputy 
CofS, Personnel, to command USAFE at Wies- 
baden, Germany. 


THE MARINES LED all the Services in ballot 
box participation in the last general elections. 
Pentagon statistics show that 68% of all Ma- 
rines eligible to vote did so. For the other 
Services, the breakdown was as follows: Army, 
32.4%; Navy, 44.2%; and Air Force 38.7%.

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STRAC, Now Engaged In “Swift Strike,” 


Will Have 15 More Exercises In 12 Months 


The Army’s striking force, the Stra- 
tegic Army Corps, will test its readiness 
for combat in a series of 16 training 
exercises during the next 12 months. 


Maneuver areas will range from 
Alaska to Panama and from upper New 
York State to the Deep South. Two stra- 
tegic mobility exercises, Green Bank 
and Great Shelf, will take place in over- 
seas areas still to be determined. 

Troop strength in the exercises will 
vary from 1,600 to 30,000 men. 

Biggest of the training operations is 
the Swift Strike, a corps exercise now 
underway in the Ft. Bragg, N. C.-Ft. 
Campbell, Ky.-Ft. Jackson, S. C. areas. 
Troop participation is about 30,000. Swift 
Strike continues until 20 August. 

Mesa Drive, a 15-day divisional type 
exercise involving 17,000 men, will take 
place in Yakima, Wash., Firing Center 
in May, 1962. Exercise objectives include 
combined unit training and improvement 
of operational readiness. 

Seneca Spear, a task force exercise 
for an Infantry Brigade, will be held 
during a 15-day period as yet not se- 
lected, at Camp Drum, New York, in 
May 1962. The 2d Infantry Brigade and 
selected support units will take part in 
the operation. Combined unit training 
and operational readiness improvement 
are objectives of the 7,000-man exercise. 

Track Down, another task force exer- 
cise, with similar objectives will involve 
8,000 men of the 1st Armored Division’s 
Combat Command A. The troops will 
operate over a 15-day period in April, 
1962, at Ft. Hood, Tex. 

Four special training exercises, Bristle 
Cone, Great Bear, Banyan Tree III, and 
Sea Wall, are also scheduled for the 
STRAC troops. 

Bristle Cone will provide individual and 
unit training in desert tactics and tech- 
niques for selected units. The ten-day 
exercise will be held at Ft. Irwin, Calif., 
in March, 1962, with approximately 5,000 
men of the 5th Tank Battalion, 40th 
Armour; 2d Reconnaissance Squadron, 
8th Cavalry; one Battle Group rein- 
forced to be selected, and appropriate 
support units participating. 

Great Bear, a 15-day winter exercise, 
will take place in Alaska during Janu- 
ary-February, 1962. Purpose is to train 
for reinforcement of the Alaskan Com- 
mand by air movement or other means 
from the continental United States. An- 
other objective is individual and unit 
cold weather training. Total estimated 
participation is 8,000, including one Bat-

mendations.” 
The House had voted only 
for all long-range bombers, including 
the North American B-70, but the Sen- 
ate earmarked $448 million specifically 
for the B-70 and another $525 million to 
continue production of either the Boeing 
B-52 or Convair B-58, leaving the choice 
up to the Pentagon. 

Chairman Vinson, whose House senior- 
ity is second only to that of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (D-Tex), has consistently over 
the years opposed Defense plans which 
he considers “unwise” even when his 
own party has occupied the White 
House. His aides say he has an uncanny 
ability to smell out the course of action 
which will ultimately prevail. 

In earlier differences with the Penta- 
gon leadership he urged “at least 925,- 
000 (men) and a greatly accelerated 
program of weapons modernization” for 
the Army. This build-up was_ subse- 
quently reflected in the President’s 
stepped-up military spending program. 

Following newspaper reports. that 
Secretary McNamara was by-passing top 
military leaders and the Service Secre- 
taries in formulating new Defense poli- 
cies, Chairman Vinson also wrote to the 
Pentagon Chief (THE JOURNAL, 27 May) 
to remind him that the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force “must 
know at all times what is going on” in 
their departments. 

These skirmishes with the present 
Pentagon leadership were more or less 
“advisory” in mature, however, and 
Chairman Vinson’s decision on the B-70 
marks his first out and out break with 





senator Stuart Symington (D-Mo.), 
former Secretary of the Air Force, has

says is “generally accurate.” 

he Senator notes that about $200 
million already has been spent on the 
B-70 and an additional $2 billion will 
be required to “provide an integrated 
3-70 weapon system with an early op- 
erational capability.”

“The history of “ake B-70 mach 3 su- 
personic airplane has been one long his- 
tory of indecision—starts, stops, delays, 
reprograming; and, therefore, waste. 

“Under the present program, only 
three B-70 aircraft will be built; the first 
prototype B-70 is scheduled to fly in 
December 1962. This airplane would 
demonstrate the airworthiness, struc- 


tural integrity, and sustained flight at a 
speed of mach 3, 

“The second and third aircraft would 
fly in September 1963 and June 1964, 
respectively. The latter would be a 
bombing-navigational prototype, to dem- 
onstrate functional operation of bomb- 
ing and navigation equipment, 

“There will be little or no development 
of the other subsystems essential to 
making the B-70 a combat weapon sys- 
tem. 

“Total cost of the present program will 
be $1.3 billion. About $800 million has 
already been spent on this airplane. To 
provide an integrated B-70 weapons sys- 
tem with an early operational capability 
will require an additional $2 billion.

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Polaris Sub Gets 
Inflatable Gym 


A nuclear powered submarine whose 
skipper believes his crew “must have 
exercise” is carrying the’ world’s first 
air inflatable gymnasium on its latest 
voyage. 

The gym joined inflatable bunks and 
an inflatable gangplank on the USS 
Theodore Roosevelt, a Polaris submarine. 

“Our crew must have exercise without 
tying up space needed for other pur- 
poses,” Cdr. William E. Sims told The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Company, 
manufacturer of the inflatable equip- 
ment, in commissioning the firm to build 
the gym. 

The only available space on the ship 
was the passageway of the torpedo 
room and that is the area the gym was 


built to fit. The structure is four feet 
wide and 22 feet long when inflated. 
Three men can install it in 30 minutes 
and it can be deflated and stored when 


not in use. 

A punching bag, rowing machine, 
weights and similar athletic gear will be 
moved into the gym whenever it is in- 
flated. Its “air walls” save crewmen 
from injury on the submarine’s steel 
structures.

I—60; Lieutenants J and K—50; Lieu- 
tenants L, M, and N—40; Lieutenants 
O, P, and Q—30; and Lieutenant Z—20, 
giving a total mean rating of 39. He 
is a low rater. If these scores were 
adjusted, the ratings of the rated offi- 
cers would be moved up two steps 
prior to their being compared against 
their comtemporaries, Let us assume 
that these same ten were rated by 
Captain C, Like Captain B, he rates 
fairly in comparing these officers with 
one another. However, his philosophy 
is quite different. His officers, like his 
unit, are the best in the army or he 
wouldn’t have them. Thus, his corres- 
ponding ratings for the Part VI (1) 
are Lieutenant I—100; Lieutenants J 
and K—90; Lieutenants L, M, and N— 
80; Lieutenants O, P, and Q—70; and 
Lieutenant Z—60, showing a mean rat- 
ing of 79. If the ratings were adjusted, 
the rated officers’ scores would be de- 
creased prior to their comparison with 
their contemporaries. Let us see how 
they fared. By placing the template 
index on line under 40 for Captain B 
and under 80 for Captain C, Lieuten- 
ant I under Captain B received a raw 
score in Part VI (1) of 60; under 
Captain C he received 100, His adjusted 
scores will be 80 and 80, respectively. 
Similarly the adjusted scores of Lieu- 
tenants 
I and K were 70 and 70 
L, M, and N were 60 and 60 
my P, and Q@ were 50 and 50 
was 40 and 40. 
whines are the same men under dif- 
ferent raters. Obviously for compara- 
tive scoring with their competitors, 
their worth is more accurately reflected 
by the adjusted scores. 

Under such a system, it will become 
obvious to the rater that a continued 
upgrading of efficiency reports on his 
part will not help the officers he rates 
and will hurt a truly good man. Addi- 
tionally, chiefs of the personnel sec- 
tions can and should put the finger on 
officers whose mean rating varies con- 
siderably from the expected normal 
distribution. 

Aditional refinements may be made 
to this system as time permits, such 
as rating the indorser and including 
Part VI (2) on the adjustment. The 
mean of a rater should be continually 
reviewed as additional ratings are made 
by him. I would recommend adjust- 
ment when he has 20 ratings and 
yearly thereafter. 

But let us just use the simple meth- 
od NOW so that our new DA Form 
67-5 will be a useful tool in the manage- 
ment and selection of personnel. Be- 
sides, we’ve run out of superlatives.

Missed The Boat Again 

When will those in Government and 
in our institutions of higher learning, 
i.e. The University of Michigan, realize 
that there is more to Equalization of 
retirement pay than money? Maybe our 
present problems in international af- 
fairs are in great part due to think- 
ing only in terms of dollars. 

Those retired, who fought in World 
War II and in Korea, who faithfully 
and honorably served from 20 to 30 
years of their lives in the defense of 
their country did not think of money. 


What does it take to advise these men 
in important places that money is not 
the issue in this matter? 

Maybe if they think on these truths 
it will help put the point across. When 
a young man enters the service and 
plans to make it his career, is it money 
that he considers first? When a young 
soldier works hard for promotion, is 
it money that he considers first? When 
a young officer studies and strives to 
raise himself in rank, is it money that 
motivates him? No! It is the honor of 
being recognized—it is recognition that 
they strive for. Do those who retired 
prior to 1958 concern themselves with 
how much retired pay others receive? 
That is of no consequence, It is really 
recognition that they want. They want 
their government to equalize the re- 
tirement pay because it is the only 
way that our country can say “That 
service performed prior to 1958 is just 
as honorable and important as the 
service performed today.” 

Those who retired prior to 1958 say 
“Our country and government must 
hold the faith with those who served— 
just as those who served held the faith 
with their country in time of need. 
Loyalty must be both ways. This is 
something that money cannot buy— 
it is too valuable to lose. Our country 
will never be strong until all Ameri- 
cans understand and practice this 
truth. 

President Kennedy and former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower know this truth and 


practice it daily. Why do others in 
government fail to support them in 
this code? 


Many of us who retired prior to 1958 
are between the ages of 40 and 50 years 
and in good health. We possess a vast 
and valuable knowledge of warfare.

Pay Equalization 

@ I trust I may use your fine JOURNAL 
to commend the many outstanding and 
worthwhile organizations for their 
backing and support of the “legisla- 
tion authorizing recomputation of re- 
tired pay.” These organizations are 
made up of great numbers of worth- 
while citizens representing the back- 
bone of America. Many of their mem- 
bers also have service status. Every- 
one should commend them for their 
willing and courageous stand on this 
important piece of legislation. This 
legislation is important because it ef- 
fects personally a vast number of our 
citizens. It effects them directly or in- 
directly and at a time of crisis for our 
country when morale must be kept on 
a high level. 

The 6% raise extended to retired 
personnel prior to 1958 was a gross 
injustice. It should be corrected with- 





out further delay. It was a shameful 
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display of discrimination. 

The phase of the recomputation bill 
concerning the retired pay inequity of 
the 6% increase has been confusing 
to some. They think the question is 
for a simple raise in retired pay. It is 
a question to equalize the retired pay 
raises of those retired before 1958 and 
those retired after 1958. Our repre- 
sentatives are being asked to equalize 
the retired pay to correct the gross 
injustice directed at a portion of the 
retired personnel. 

In the crisis now facing the coun- 
try it is possible that many may be 
recalled from retirement.

The 
cost of living for all retired person- 
nel is the same if they are permitted 
to live on the level they are entitled 
to and which is, in reality, the crux 
of this legislation that the people are 
now trying to have enacted into law 
by their representatives. 

The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee should consider this piece of legisla- 
tion a patriotic MUST for the welfare 
and morale of the country at this time. 
It is due them and it is long overdue. 
The full committee should be called 
without further delay. The bill should 
be voted on and passed and if need be, 
with apologies to the American peo- 
ple for the seemingly careless and un- 
necessary manner in which this mat- 
ter has been handled. The inequity in 
the retired pay need never have been 
delayed so long. The recomputation of

I. GENERAL 

A. Pursuant to the authority vested in 
the Secretary of Defense and the provi- 
sions of the National Security Act of 1947, 
as amended, a Defense Intelligence Agen- 
cy (DIA) is hereby established as an agen- 
cy of the Department of Defense under 
the direction, authority and control of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

B. Functions, Authorities, and Respon- 
sibilities assigned by references (b), (f), 
(g), and (h) are excluded from the scope 
of this Directive. 


II. ORGANIZATION AND COMMAND 

The Defense Intelligence Agency shall 
consist of: 

A. A Director, a Deputy Director, a 
Chief of Staff, a headquarters establish- 
ment, and such subordinate units, facili- 
ties, and activities as are specifically as- 
signed to the Agency by the Secretary of 
Defense or by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
acting under the authority and direction 
of the Secretary of Defense. 

B. Such subordinate organizations as 
are established by the Director, DIA, for 
the accomplishment of DIA’s mission. 

C. The chain of command shall run 
from the Secretary of Defense, through 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the Director, 
DIA. Guidance to the Director, DIA, 
shall be furnished by the Secretary of 
Defense, the Joint Chiefs of Staff acting 
under the authority and direction of the 
Secretary of Defense, and the United 
States Intelligence Board. 





Ill, RESPONSIBILITES 


The Defense Intelligence Agency, under 
the direction and operational control of 
its Director, shall be responsible for: 

A. The organization, direction, manage- 
ment, and control of all Department of 
Defense intelligence resources assigned 
to or included within the DIA. 

B. Review and coordination of those De- 
partment of Defense intelligence func- 
tions retained by or assigned to the mili- 
tary departments. Over-all guidance for 
the conduct and management of such 
functions will be developed by the Direc- 
tor, DIA, for review, approval, and pro- 
mulgation by the Secretary of Defense. 

C. Supervision of the execution of all 
approved plans, programs, policies, and 
procedures for intelligence functions not 
assigned to DIA. 

D. Obtaining the maximum economy 
and efficiency in the allocation and man- 
agement of Department of Defense intelli- 
gence resources. This includes analysis of 
those DoD intelligence activities and fa- 
cilities which can be fully integrated or 
collocated with non-DoD intelligence 
organizations. 

E. Responding directly to priority re- 
quests levied upon the Defense Intelli- 
gnce Agency by USIB. 

F. Satisfying the intelligence require- 
ments of the major components of the 
Department of Defense. 


IV. FUNCTIONS 


Under its Director, the Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency shall perform the following 
functions: 

A. Develop and produce all DoD intelli- 
gence estimates and DoD information and 
contributions to National Estimates for 
the United States Intelligence Board. 
Such estimates and contributions may in- 
dicate differences in analysis and evalua- 
tion. 

B. Provide for the assembly, integra- 
tion, and validation of all Department of 
Defense intelligence requirements and the 
assignment of relative priorities thereto; 
assign specific requirements to Depart- 
ment of Defense collection resources; and 
originate requests, when necessary, to 
non-Department of Defense collection re- 
sources to fulfill DoD requirements. 

C. Establish a single DoD Collection Re- 
quirements Registry and Facility which 
will be fully compatible with any Nation- 
al Requirements Registry and Facility. 

D. Provide plans, programs, policies, 
and procedures for DoD collection activi- 
ties. 

E. Conduct such technical and counter- 
intelligence functions as may be subse- 
quently assigned to DIA. 


F. Provide all Departments of Defense 
current intelligence. 

G. Establish and maintain the DoD In- 
dications Center. 

H. Conduct coordinating and planning 
activities to achieve the maximum econ- 
omy and efficiency in the conduct and 
management of all Department of De- 
fense intelligence activities. 

I. Provide the Secretary of Defense, 
the staff assistants to the Secretary, the 
military departments, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, specialized DoD agencies, the uni- 
fied and specified commands, and other 
organizations in the national intelligence 
community with military intelligence. 

J. Develop DoD intelligence research 
and development requirements. 

K. Develop plans for the integration 
of DoD intelligence and counterintelli- 
gence training programs, career develop- 
ment programs for intelligence personnel, 
general support programs, and other in- 
telligence activities of the military de- 
partments. 

L. Cooperate with the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency and other intelligence or- 
ganizations for mutual support; common 
and combined usage of facilities, re- 
sources, and training programs; and elim- 
ination of duplication. 

M. Provide in the person of the Direc- 
tor, DIA, one of the Department of De- 
fense representatives to the United States 
Intelligence Board. 

N. Provide for DoD representation on 
USIB committees and on all other inter- 
governmental intelligence committees. 


O. Provide guidance, in conformance 
with USIB policies, to the major com- 
ponents of the Department of Defense on 
the public release of Defense intelligence 
information. 


P. Dvelop plans, programs, policies, 
and procedures for intelligence mapping 
and charting activities. 


Q. Prepare and submit to the Secre- 
tary of Defense, under procedures ap- 
proved by the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense (Comptroller), a consolidated 
DoD budget for intelligence activities cov- 
ered by this Directive, together with 
recommendations pertaining thereto; and 
participate in the administration of the 
consolidated budget. The consolidated 
budget will include the estimates of the 
funds required to finance the intelligence 
activities organized within and directly 
managed by DIA, and the estimates of the 
military departments of the funds re- 
quired to finance the intelligence activities 
which they conduct subject to review and 
coordination by DIA. 


R. Integrate DoD intelligence automa- 





tion and automatic data processing plans 
and programs, insuring that they comple- 
ment each other and those of non-DoD 
intelligence agencies to the maximum ex- 
tent practicable. 

S. Discharge such other intelligence 
functions as the Secretary of Defense or 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff may assign. 


V. RELATIONSHIPS 

A. In the performance of its functions, 
the Defense Intelligence Agency shall: 

1. Coordinate actions as appropriate 
with the other components of the Depart- 
ment of Defense and with those depart- 
ments and agencies of government having 
collateral or related functions in its field 
of assigned responsibilities. 

2. Maintain appropriate liaison with the 
other components of the DoD and with 
the necessary departments and agencies 
of the government for the exchange of in- 
formation and findings in the field of its 
assigned responsibility. 

B. The military departments and other 
DoD components shall provide support, 
within their respective fields of responsi- 
bility, to the Director of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency as may be necessary 
to carry out the assigned responsibilities 
of the Agency. 


VI. AUTHORITY 

To discharge the responsibilities of the 
Agency, the Director, DIA, or his desig- 
nees, are specifically delegated authority 
to: 

A. Have free and unrestricted access to 
and direct communication with all ele- 
ments of the Department of Defense as 
well as organizations in the national in- 
telligence community. 

B. Operate and control all organiza- 
tions, activities, and resources assigned 
or attached to the Defense Intelligence 
Agency. 

C. Establish DIA intelligence facilities, 
taking-over or using, wherever feasible, 
established facilities of the military de 
partments. 

D. Obtain such information from any 
component of the DoD as may be neces- 
sary for the performance of DIA’s func- 
tions. 

E. Supervise the execution of approved 
plans, programs, policies, and procedures 
for those DoD intelligence functions and 
activities not directly assigned to DIA. 

F. Centralize or consolidate the func- 
tions for which DIA is responsible to the 
extent the Director deems feasible and 
desirable in consonance with the aims of 
maximum over-all efficiency, economy, and 
effectiveness.

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VII. ADMINISTRATION 

A. The Director, Deputy Director, and 
Chief of Staff of the Defense Intelligence 
Agency shall be appointed by the Secre- 
tary of Defense from commissioned officers 
of the Armed Forces on active duty who 
normally shall be from different Services. 
However, there shall be no established 
system of inter-Service rotation or desig- 
nation for these key posts. The Director 
shall have at least three-star rank while 
serving in this position. His appointment 
shall be for a term of four years. 

B. The appointment of other personnel, 
civilian and military, to the Agency will 
be subject to the approval of the Director, 
DIA. 

C. The Defense Intelligence Agency will 
be authorized such personnel, facilities, 
funds, and other administrative support 
as the Secretary of Defense deems neces- 
sary for the performance of its functions. 
The military departments and other DoD 
components shall provide support as nec- 
essary for the Agency. Budgeting and 
funding for the Agency will be in con- 
formance with policies established by the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense (Comptrol- 
ler). 


VIII. EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Directive is effective 1 October 
1961. Whenever the Defense Intelligence 
Agency assumes responsibility for an in- 
telligence function assigned to DIA under 
the terms of this Directive, all components 
of the Department of Defense will review 
their existing directives, instructions, and 
regulations for conformity and submit 
necessary amendments thereto to the Gen- 
eral Counsel of the Department of Defense 
within 90 days.

career covered less than eight years. 
The proposal, which has been coordi- 
nated with various offices in the Execu- 
tive Branch, including the Defense De- 
partment, is now in the final study 
phase at the Civil Service Commission 
and the Bureau of the Budget and is 
expected to be ready for early trans- 
mission to Congress next year. It has 
already been shown to the staffs of the 
House and Senate legislative committees 
and has received favorable reaction. 
The rights and benefits of military 


retirees already employed by the Gov- | 


ernment would not be changed by the 
plan, but retired military men in Gov- 
ernment jobs who are now forfeiting 
their retired pay would be entitled to 
start receiving a portion of their retired 
pay (under the new formula) upon en- 
actment of the legislation. There would 
be no retroactive payments to anyone. 

A summary of the proposed plan was 
made available to THE JOURNAL by the 
Civil Service Commission. It notes that 
the plan recommends “a single new 
statute to replace the large number of

Existing dual compensation laws, the 
summary observes, “discriminate un- 
fairly against certain categories of re- 
tired military personnel. Statutes origi- 
nally enacted primarily as limitations 
on combined compensation from retired 
and civilian pay now serve to bar en- 
tirely certain retired military personnel 
from Federal employment.”

Similar findings were reported earlier 
this year (THE JOURNAL, 18 March) by 
the Senate Subcommittee on National 
Policy Machinery, headed by Senator 
Henry Jackson (D-Wash.). 

The Senate Subcommittee staff report 
said “There are retired Regular mili- 
tary officers, still at the height of their 
professional powers and possessing valu- 
able skills, who could make major con- 
tributions in civilian national security 
posts. But the so-called dual compensa- 
tion laws now deny the Government 
their services in most cases, or else per- 
mit them to work only under conditions 
which can be regarded as inequitable 
and unfair.” 


Skills Are Needed 

The Civil Service Commission sum- 
mary of the new plan also underscores 
this feature of present restrictions by 
pointing out that “Many such retired 
personnel now barred from Federal] em- 
ployment possess highly developed skills 
which are in short supply and are badly 
needed in the Government.” 

The summary notes that “The legisla- 
tion now under consideration would do 
these things in regard to employment 
of retired military personnel: 


e “Establish consistent treatment for 
the various categories of retired per- 
sonnel, regular and reserve, officers and 
enlisted. 
combined compensation to 
the full civilian pay plus $2,000 of the 
retired pay plus one-half of the re- 
mainder of the retired pay, if any. (The 
Commission would be authorized to 
grant exceptions to these limitations to 
meet special government employment 
needs.) 


e “Limit 


e “Require a ‘fresh start’ principle 
for those retired military personnel be- 
ginning civilian Government careers, 
Retired military personnel would, under 


this principle, not get veteran prefer- 
ence, nor would their military service 


time be counted in computing length of 
service for reduction-in-force, leave, or 
retirement purposes.

e “Exempt from the new 


those persons ‘disabled in combat’ and 
those whose full-time military career 
covered less than eight years. 

e “Preserve the rights and benefits 
provided under present law for all re- 


tired military personnel now employed 
in the Federal service. 

e “Make an important additional 
source of skilled manpower available to 
the government.” 


Best Compromise 


The paper points out that the proposal 
“undoubtedly will not be exactly what 
might be desired by any one interested 
party, whether employee organizations, 
veterans groups, retired officer associa- 
tions, Defense Department, the Budget 


Bureau, or the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. However, we believe that it rep- 
resents overall the fairest and most 


workable solution in the public interest, 
to the many complex issues involved.” 
The Defense Department has told the 
Bureau of the Budget that, although 
there may be some reservations on the 
part of some officer groups, the Depart- 
ment will support the legislation. 


Air Force Switches 
Retirement Channels 


The Air Force has ordered that all 
applications for voluntary retirement 
after 20 years’ service be submitted 


through major ai commands, instead of 
directly to Headquarters from command- 
ers at the base or general court-martial 
level. 

Retirement applications, the Air Force 
says, should be timed so as to arrive at 
Headquarters at least 90 days before the 
requested retirement date. 
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
